Europ e's herds are dwindling under 
w ar's demands faster than they can be 
rep lenished. 
When the German armies retired 
from occup ied p ortions of France and 
Belg ium ap p rox imately 1.8 00,000 head 
of cattle were ap p rop riated. 
This ad­ 
dition virtually safeg uarded Germany 
from cattle shortag e other nations now 
6 uffer. 
In Eng land some 2,-100,000 acres of 
g rass lands have by comp ulsory meas­ 
ures been forced into g rain p roduction, 
thus reducing p asturag e and hay lands. 
A declining scale of max imum meat 
p rices for live cattle was ordained in
